Eggs for hatching should not weigh 
less Un two nor more than two and 
one-half. ounces. They should not be 
washed, as this lowers thelr vitality,

three times daily and placed in a dry 
place where the Lemperature is below

- Used.In Real War. 
BUILT IN MOB 
Cenctructad’ of, Bolter. tron’ uy ‘Crude 
In Design, She Was Operated Against 


the Federal: Ship Housatanio With 
~ Disastrous Results, 


It is a fact that a submersible boat 
did actual service in the war between 
the states and was| perbaps tho first 
practica! submarine used in actual 
warfare. 3 

The bont was bullt In Mobile In 1864 
by two men named Hundley and Ne 
Clintock. "It was of boiler fron, sharp 
{at both ends and was about thirty feet 
jloos, five or six feet In beam and Ore 
{or six feet deep, It was propelled by a 
screw, the shaft of which ran hort- 
zontally along tho bold, almost from 
{stem to stern and was turned by eight 
| men, who sat four on each side of the 

shaft, 

The only hatchway, placed well for- 
ward, was two foct lo diameter, and It” 
was closed by an iron cap that worked 
on a hinge and was airtight. Jn. the 
forward pait of the cap there was a 
clear glass bullseye, through which the 
pilot could sec. The boat had water 
tight compartments, by filling or cpt 
ing which it could sink of rise. A Laly 
last of Iron rails was placed outside the 
bull, and by means of keys they could 
de detached so that the boat could rise 
instantly §€ necessary. 

Besides a rudder, the boat had side 
paddies, or Gns, which could be used 
to gulde It up or down through the 
ter, 

The boat could go perbaps four knows 
en bour, It could remain submerged 
for balf an bour or an hoor witbout 
serious inconrepicace to its crew, and 
buce ft remained as long as two bours 
auder water without actual injury to 

| them. 

A floating torpedo was fastened to 
the boat by a line 100 fect long. and 
tke inventor proposed that the boat 
should dite beneath the kec} of the 
enemy's vessel and ‘haul tho torpede 
after ber. The triggers or sensitive 
Primers of the torpedo would press 
Bzainst the ship's botiom, explode the 
torpe‘lo and sink the ressel. 

The boat was sent to Charleston to 
operate against the blockading Cect. 
General Beauregard bad the torpedo 
fastened to the bow. St terminated tn 
front with a sharp tance head, so thet 
when the boat was driven against a 
ship the lance head would be forced 
into tbo ship below the water line and 
the torpedo fastened against tho ride. 
The beat was then to back off and ex- 
plode the torpedo by a Innsard. 

* General Beauregard called, on the 
Confederate fieet for roluniecrs, aud 

Lientenant Vasne, a Virginian, aod 
jcisbt sailors volunteered. On the even 
{ins fixed for the expedition the crew 
bad embarked, and the boat was sub- 
\mnerged until only the combings of her 
luateh were abore water. Hicutenant 
fayse was standing in.the hatchway 
When the swell of a passing ateaincr 
rolled orer the boat. and fit sauk in- 

stantiy with ber eight men, Liculenent 
Vaysne sprang out of the hatchway as 
the boat sank, and be alone was sated. 

In a few days she was raised, and 

again Pasne volunteered und with bim 
eight more wen. ‘The embarkation for 
the second attempt was made at ory 
Kuinter, ond, as before, all being made 
teady, Tasne, standing at his post in 
the hatchtwas, gare orders to cast off, 
when tho boat carcened and sank In- 
(atapUs. Payne sprang out, two of the 
wen followed bin, and the other siz 
went down with the boat and per- 
(shed. 

Again the boat. was raised, and her 
owner, Captain Hundley, took her for 
an experimental trip to Steno river, 
where, afier golpg through bee usuat 
evolutions, she dived into deep water 
and disappeared. After a week's search 
she was found at an angle of forty 
degrece. her nose driven into tho deep, 
sofe mud of the bottom, 

Her crew of nino mney were siand- 
ing, sitting or JyIng about in her hokt, 
asphyxiated. Hundley bad died at his 
post with a candle in one hand, yhile 
witis, the other be had. been vainly try- 
ing to unclawwp the hatch. The angle at 
which the boat had gone down had 
famu:ed the keys so that tho men could

as eter went to sea.

a Man Recalls Build. | Greater Use of Daily Product Would 


Save Canada Millions. ~* 
Just a year-ago Profi. H. Dean, 
of the Ontario. Agricultural College, 
in an-addrecs before the. dairymen 
of Ontarjo atrongly urged a greater 
home consumption of cheese, 
contended that by xo doing not only 
Would the cost of: living be yeduced 
but an additional market. would be 
Provided for our dairy prodiicts, Ste 
argued as follows: y 

“The food value of a pound of 
cheere\is estimated to be equal to 
that of two pounds of averaze meat. 
Estimating the present meat con- 
sumption at 25 lbe.‘per chpita (x low. 
estimate), Canadians are consuming 
about 200,000,000 Ibs, meat: annual- 
ly, at a cost of about $40,000,000. 
By a’proper .nderstanding of food 
values, we might save about $16,- 
000,000 annually on this” one item 
alone by substituting a part of the 
present meat ration for cheese. This 
would figure somewhat as follows: A 
cheese consumption of ten pounds 
per bead would be about 80,000,000 
bs. This would take, the place of 
about 160,000,000 Ibs. meat, and still 
leave 40,900,000 Ibe, meat for those 
who prefer corpse to cheese. The 
eighty million pounds of meat saved 
would cost about sixteen million dol- 
lars. The saving, by using cheese 
instead of so much meat would* be 
sixteen millio dollars annually. [fa

Sweden's. Embargo.on Pulp Gives 
Canada a Big Opportunity. 
According to press reports, Sweden 
Proposes fo cut off the ezport of 
chemical pulp to Great Britain. Nat- 
urally, all eyes are immediately 
turned to Canada to supply the 
threatened deficiency. 
The Commission of Conservation 
® juat issued a report on “Forest 
Protection In Canada, 1913-1914," 
which is of particular interest in this 
connection. [t contains much In- 


ab Net @ samples wen the poorestt formation respecting the work of tbe 


provincial forest services and of the 
Federal departmesis entrusted with 
the care of our forests. 

Forest fre protection .is assuming 
a large place in public attention, It 
is obvious that, Jf Canada ia to con- 
tinne aa a wood-producing country. 
she must conserve her resources of 
this natural product. The report 
treats exhaustively of the fire protec- 
tion of forest Iznds along railway 
tighte-of-way. Through co-operative 
action, great headway has been made 
in securing the reduction of forest 
loasern through fires traceable to rall- 
Way causes, 

The forestn of British Columbia 
and on Dominion tands in the Wert 
have been dealt with In reports con- 
taining the resulis of special studien 
conducted hy “Dr. C.D. Howe and 
Mr. J. i. White... The Trent water- 
shed in Ontario has also received es- 
pecial attention, in a report of an in- 
vestigation by Dr, C. D. Howe In the 
Townships of Burleigh and Methuen. 
Thia district Js important in that, 
while of very little value as an agri- 
cultural area, tt ix being repeatedly 
over-run by forest firern and the little 
remaining merchantable timber de- 
atroyed. It in suggested that the area 
be placed under the control of the 
Dominion Foreatry Branch for pro- | 
tection from fires and for reforeeta- 
tion. *

Ottawa Man Reralls Busta.

The destruction of the. Canndian 
House of Parliament has awakened 
Fecollectionx’ of fin building. in’ the 
mind ‘of Peter: Redmond. a retired 
locomotive ongiener, who saw King 
iFaward jay. Its foundation stone {a 

Whon construction «ork. was. first 
started Mr. Redmond was employed 
AS. & fireman on the Vitawa and St. 
Lawrence railroad, and he was pto- 
moted to engineer a few days before 
the first material for the stru‘ture 
was hauled to Ottawa. One. {rain 
crow was employed for three sum- 
morn, hauling sandatone and quarry 
rock from Prescott,. where it. waa 
landed from the steamers on the St, 
Lawrence river, 5 

The train made a round trip each 
day. The first stone tised in the 
bullding came from’ quarries located 
where the main part of the city of 
Cleveland, Ok{o, now stands. {t was 
shipped by water to Prescott, whore 
it was londed from the boats onto the 
railway cars by large cranes. 

Mr. Redmond’s train did nothing 
else during: (bree summers but haul 
the stone, “It required two cars and 
sometimes three for each piece of 
stone that was moved tv Otlawa," 
Mr, Redmond sald yesterday. ‘The 
amallest stone that was bduled by 
the railroad weighed three tons, and 
the average weight was ‘about five 
tons, We moved two stones which 
weighed nine tons each. I belleve 
they were the largest that were put 
into the building. 

“Owing to.the excessive weight on 
the cars, which were much lighter 
than the stee] cars now jn use on 
the railroads, it was necessary to run 
our engines slowly. We seldom went 
over elghteen miles an hour, and ag 
a rule the fastest time we made was 
Afteen miles,’ : 

No iron or steel wan ured in those 
days for the sprioss on the care, 
Solid rubber was used, for the most 
part, and the cars were loaded 80 
heavy that at the end of each trip 
new springs had to be put in most 
of the cars. 

“Our train was given the right-of- 
Way over all o(her trains. This was 
Principally because of the heavy 
frain we hauled. We were permitted 
to xtop only In ease of necessity, The 
necessity caine frequently and waa 
caused mostly by the excessive 
weight on the trucks, which resulted 
In many hot boxes. 

“My train brought out the first 
shipment of rock and stone and slone 
culters’ tools, The first part of the 
building erected wax a masxive wall, 
orer h00 feet long. 1t wax on the end 
of this wall that the Prince of Wales 
laid the cornerstone. Thousands of 
people witnessed the laying of the 
atone, and [ had. an opportunity to 
shake bands with the Prince, as did 
meany of the workmen. 

“The wall, when first built, was 
a crude affair, but after the workmen 
finished polishing it, and fixing it 
tip. it was one of the finest pieces of 
work of that kind that I have ever 
seen. I(.was five feet high and ser- 
eral jnches in thickness.’ 

“The Prince of Wales at that time 
was about twenty years old. He waa 
a fine looking fellow, much better 
looking than his brother, the Duke 
of Edinborough, who visited ‘Canada 
a year later. 4 

“There were novbig functions for 
the duke. He visited about the coun- 
try for a few months and be went 
away without any great fuss being 
made about him. He was not a very 
good looking man. Many of the farm- 
er boys were much better.

Greater Use of Dally Product Would 
Save Canada Millions, 
Just a year’ago Prof. H. Dean, 
of the Ontario Agricultural College, | 
{n an-addrers before the. dairymen! 
of Ontario strongly urged a greater! 
home consumption of cheese. | 
contended that by so doing not only | 
would the cost of: living be ‘yeduced ; 
but an additional market. would. be‘ 
Provided for our dairy products. Sie 
argued az follaws: y 

“The food value. of a pound of 

chegse\is estimated to be equal to 
that of two pounds of average meat. 
Estimating the present. meat con- 
sumption at 25 Ibe.-per capita (a low 
eslimate), Canadians are consuming 
about 200,000,000 Ibs. meat: annual- 
ly, at a cost of about . $40,000,000. 
By a'proper .nderstanding of food 
values, we might save about $16,- 
000,000 aonually on this one item 
alone by substituting a part of the 
present meat ration for cheese. Thin 
would figure somewhat an follows: A 
cheese consumption of ten pounds 
per bead would be about 80,000,000 
Jbs.- This would take the place of ; 
about 160,000,000 lbs. meat, and stil) 
Jeave 40,000,000 lbs. meat for ihose 
who prefer. corpse to cheese. The! 
eighty million pounds of meat saved + 
would coat about sixteen million dol-* 
lars. The aaving, by using cheese 
instead of so much meat would’ be | 
sixteen millio dollars annually, If a 
person were ‘to go to the Finance 
Minister of Canada and tell him how 
to save sixteen million dollars an- 
nually for the people, such a person 
would be looked upon'as a wizard or 
a fanatic and would probably get a+ 
‘soft“Job' with the Government—or 
be committed to a lunatic asylum—, 
‘yet the figures show these astonish- 
ling results.” 
(Prof. Dean's conclusions are cer-! 
tainly astonishing, but they would: 
have been even more so if he had, 
calculated on the actual meat con- | 
sumption per capita, for, Instéad of 
twenty-five pounds statistica show §¢ 
ta be 175 pounds, while «the con- | 
sumption of cheese is estimated to be ; 
only three pounds.

ernment to give ofect to the fullest 
fxtent of any Prohibition Bill: which 
any Province may enact. It is fut 
ther evidence that when real shd ef- 
fective reforms are to be placed upat 
the statute book they have to omatiate 
ftom a Conservative Gorernment, Let 
the prohibitionists mako a ndto of it. 

When the Doherty Dill ta provent 
the importation of liquor into pro- 
vinees where  prohibitory legislation 
has been enacted, when such action is 
in contravention of the laws of the 
provinces, was being considered in com- 
mitieo Mr. J. 11. Murnham stated 
that some prohibitionist papers, such 
ax the Pioneer, of Toronto, seemed to 
he almost wilfully misrepresenting the 
import of the bill and its effectiveness, 
He wos told by the Minister of Juntice 
that any anti-liquor Act any province 
would pass would he perfectly protect- 
ed hy tho bill. : 

To Mr. Hogh Guthrie™who objected 


that tho provinces have now na power 
to prohibit the manufacture of liqior 
within their houndaries for export pir. 
poses-and that there could not he pro- 
hibition «in provinees where manufac 
ture was allowed, Mr. Doherty stated 
that it was not correct to assert that 
the provintes could not prevent the 
manufacture of liquor within their 
borders: The Prive Council's decision 
in. this matter had been that- where 
there was evidence that the manufac- 
tare of Hqnor, within.a province, even 
if ostensibly for export, tontrihuted io 
the defeat of the province's probibit- 
ory Jegislation, its: Legislature could 
Prevent such manufacture, If one 
tan obtained a drink of liqnor 
manufactured »further manufacture 
could be prohibited. As for prevent- 
ing manufacture in Canada purely for 
export thy Minister thought it would 
he time enongh to protect the people 
of other countries when Canadian pro- 
vinces had gone to the limit of their 
powers to protect their own people.

PROVINCES TO ACT FIST. 
To members who objected that Par- 


liament should definitely settle the 
question of prohibiting all tannfac- 
ture within prohibitionis, provinces, 
even if an amendment to the Mritish 
North America Act were necessary, 
the Minister stated that such action 
would scarcely be called for until the 
provinces had gone to the limit of the 
powers they already possessed. 

The Minister emphasized the fact 
that no delegation of powers, ta the 
Provinces wos proposed in the measure 
twfore the commities and went on ta 
slate when a province prohibited the 
consumption of liquor, the hill would 
prevent its importation altogether 
Mr. Doherty wondered why the pro- 
vinees had always hitherto nimod at 
the traffic in liquor instead of directly 
prohibiting its use. Hin had not the 
Nlightest doubt it was within the 
power of the provinces to prohibit the 
use. r 

Hon. William Pugsley said he favor- 
eda measure of this kind, but asked 
the Minister whether he would nat 
embody.a law in his bill, preventing 
the manufacture of | intoxicating 
liquors where their use was prohiihted. 

Mr. Doherty was not prepared to 
assent immediately, and pointed out 
once more that the provinces already 
had such power where such manufac- 
ture was a detriment to their legisla- 
tion, 





AMENDMENTS TO BILL. 

Mr. H.W. Stevens, of Vancouver, 
then proposed two amendments to tho 
bill before the committee. Tho first 
was a clause providing that in addi- 
tion ta any other penalty preseribed 
for the violation of the Act“anyone 
holding a license as distiller or brew- 
en under the Inland Revenue Act, wha 
sold or delivered intoxicating, liquor 
in violation of the law of any province, 
thonld alsa be liable in addition to the 
suspension of his license for a first of- 
fence for not more than 3} months: for 
a second offence, for not more than 
six months; and for a third offence 
should forfeit his license altogether, 

The second clause provided that 
everyone was guilty of an offence and 
liable to a penalty of not more than 
$200 One or six mouths’ imprisoument, 
or both, who sent or shipped “in any 
public conveyance to any proliibiud 
area any package containing intosxi- 
enting liquor which was not tainty 
labeled to show its contents, any auch 
Packaze addressed otherwise than to 
the actual consignee, or who being » 
common tarrier knowingly - received, 
carried or delivered any such ° pack- 
age, or knowingly took delivery from 
any such common carrier of any such 
parkage.

The irene of thay Canadian 
House Parament bas awakened 
recollections of its building. in the 
mind of Peter Redmond, a retired 
locomotive englener, who saw King 
epee lay its foundation stone in 

When construction work was first 
started Mr. Redmond was employed 
as a fireman on the Ottawa and St. 
Lawrence railroad, and he was pro- 
moted to engineer a few days before 
the first material for the structure 
wan hauled to Ottgwa. One train 
crew was employed fur three ‘sum* 
mers, hauling sandstone and quarry 
rock from Prescott, where It was 
landed from the steamers on the St} ¢ 
Lawrence river. 

The train made a round trip each 
day, 
building came from quarries located 
where the main part of the city of 
Cleveland, Otio, now stands. It was 
shipped by water to Prescott, where 
it wag loaded from the bouts onto the 
railway cars by lurge cranes, 

Mr, Redmond’s train did nothing 
else during three summers but haul 
the stone. “It required two cath and 
‘sometitnes three for each plece of 
stone that was moved to Ottawa," 
Mr. Redmond sald yesterday, “The 
sinallest stone that was hauled by 
the railroad weighed three tons, and 
the average weight wax ubout five 
tons. © We moved two stones which 
weighed nine tons ench. 1 belleve 
they were the lurgest that were put 
into the building, i 
~ “Owing jo the exepssive weight on 
the cars, Which wefe much lighter 
than the steel cars now in use on 
the railroads, [t was necessary to ran 
our engines slowly, We seldom went 
over elgbteen miles an hour, apd as 
a rule the fastest lime we made iter 
fifteen miles.” 

No fron or steel was tisca in those 
days for the springs on the cara, 
Solid rubber was used, for the most 
part, and the cars were loaded xe 
heavy that at the end of each trip 
new springs had to be put in most 
of the cars. 

“Our train was given the sake of- 
way over all other trains, This waa 
principally because of the! heavy 
{train we hauled. We were permitted 
to stop only in case of necessity, The 
necessity came frequently and was 
caused .-mostly by the excessive 
weight on the trucks, which resulted 
-in many hot boxer. 

“My train brought out the first 
shipment of rock und stone and stone 
cutters’ tools, The first part of the 
building erected was a massive wall, 
over 5v0 feet long. tt was on the end 
of this wall that the Prince of Wales 
laid the cornerstone. Thousands of 
people witnessed the laying of the

Big Shipment of Alaskan Dogs Takes 
-to France From Quebec. } 
“Although I won't. be there.this 
spring, and cithough I have taken 
some of the best racing *dogs Ip 
Alaska to the fighting front In 
France, the dog races in Alaska will 
&0 on just the same, for thore are 
more dogs where those that I took 
across the Atlantic came from." 

So spoke Scotty Allan, probably 
the most fa. ous racing driver in 
the world and one of its best known 
sportsmen, on account of the many 
wonderful victories he har scored 
with his teams of Alaskan Malr- 
mutes in thé more than four bun- 
dred mile rates over the frozen trails 
of the north which each year have 
startled (he sporting world. 

He has just returned to Montreal 
and is on his way back to Alaska 
from France. H 

“I sold only twenty-seven of my 
own dogs to the French Govern- 
ment,” he said, “and bought the 
remainder, making a hundred and 
eight dogs in all, from the Eskimos." 

These were loaded on special cara 
and guarded by soldiers all the way! 
till] we came to Quebec. Here our 
Pack was Increased to four hindred 
and forty by a consignment of other 
Eskimo dogs from the Lake St. John 
region and from Clark City, Labra- 
dor, till we railed on the steamor;

That due time came on the night 
in which our Lard was betrayed. - the 
night of the fourteenth day of the 
first month, the very night of the ty 
pical killing of. the Tasenver lamb 
The Master gathered about Him Mia 
tweive Apostics. They had their 
usual Passover supper of roast lamb; 


and afterwards our Lord introduced | 


what we familiarly term "The Lord's 


Supper’’—a new symbolization of the’ 


antitypical Parsorer. 

What our Lard introduced was to 
take the place of the Jewish eere- 
mony with Hix followers, to carry 
out the same thought, bul on a high- 
er plane, ax representing a clearer, 
better understanding of the matter. 
Instead of the Jamh would be the un- 
leavened bread, representing our 
Lord's flesh, This He distributed to 
His Apostles, saying, “This In Mr 
body, which is given for you; this do 
in remembrance of Me." (Luke 22: 
19.) The eating of that unleavened 
bread represented their appropriat- 
{ng to themselves of the merit of 
Christ's sacrifice—their justification 
by faith. 5 

Then our lard added a new feat- 
ure—"the cup." ‘or while all be- 
lievers might partake of the bread, 
might realize justification through 
the merit of His sacrifice, yet only a 
certain class of believers were invit- 
ed to partake of the blood. The cup 
represented death. Ordinarily, under 
the Jewish Law, the partaking of 
blood would represent blood guilti- 
ness, or responsibility for the death. 
(Leviticus 17:10-14.) But our Lord 
‘gare His disciples fruit of the vine as 
symbolle of His blood; and He urged 
upon them its appropriation, saying, 
“This cup is the New Testament in 
My blood, which is shed for you,” 
and “for many.’ “Drink ye all of 


it."—Luke He Matlhew 26:37, 
28. / ,

The secret of success with carly 
pblanting of such crops as peas, beets, 
beans, is ta sow the seed at only half 
the depth of later sowings, This is 
particularly the cate on heavy soils, 
Seeding on Sight soil should always be 
at a slightly greater depth than on 
heavy soll. 

Remember that in dry weather cul- 
tivation should be continuous, When 
watering is necessary, It should be ap. 
plied to the roots and not sprayed or 
sprinkled over the surface, A trench 
may be opened up with a hand, or 
wheel hoe along cach row, water pour- 
ed Sn from a pall, and the carth thrown 
back. Jn’ this way two hundred fect 
of row may be thoroughly watered by 
two persons in half an hour, and cul- 
tivating and watering are performed 
in one operation. y 

Good wood-ashes form an excelient 
general fertilizer for the garden. They 
thould be applied in the spring when 
the land is not too wet. Sifted coal 
ashes will be of great bencfit on heavy 
soll. They improve the texture of the 
soll and help set free food for the 
plants.

Several ad- 
dreases strongly condemning the let- 
ter and the author were delivered, 
which were heartily applauded, and at 
the conclusion of the gathering dis- 
persed ino an orderly manner and 
went to their homes,

We cannot all be patriots in) the 
sense of appearing ax such tn public; 
Hut those of us to whom the privilece 
of platform speaking, or even of per 
suasion, is denied can by force of ex: 
ample declare ourselves. This form of 
patriotiam fs denied to no man. tn ex.

One can scarcely believe that Ger- 
many will accede to the demands of 
President Wilson's note and in- 
stantly cease her submarine war- 
fare on all shipping except warships 
i of her opponents." Germany must 
long ago have calculated upon her 
illegal and atrocious submarine pol- 
icy bringing her relations with the 
United States to the present im- 
passe. To accede to the demands 
of the United States now would be 
openly to accept humiliation before 
all nations, ‘and at'the same timesto 
deprive herself of 2 means of ‘*fight- 
ing’? which for months she has 
been educating her own people to 
believe will result in the final and 
overwhelming defeat of Britain and 
i her allies.

Progress of the poiiticul division 
in China. Boes on apace. Section 
after section has come into line 
against the domination of Yuan 
Shi Kai and his ambitions: The 
latest is Kwang-tung, the first of 
the seacoast provinces to join the 
revolt. There are seven of them 
now, aggregating ubout—half the 
territory of China proper and re- 
presenting one-third of the popula- 
tion of the entire republic. 

It is a deeply scrious antagonism 
to the pretensions of Yuan Shi Kai.

Burns and subse- 
quent sores should he guarded against 
as much as possible, for more harm 
will arise from these than from the 
wark of the lice.—Cohnecticut Agricul 
tural Bulletin.

If ever it paid to produce pork in 


Canada it should at prices which have 
been recently obtained. Ten dollars to 
ten dollars and Mfty cents per hundred 
weight f. 0. b. local ‘shipping points 
must pay the feeder well and the feed- 
er deserves to be well paid. Within 
our memory choice pork sold as low 
as $4.35, dressed, on Toronto market, 
and even then somo cushioned-chair 
eritics grumbled that tho farmer was 
making too much money. The bacon 
hog has helped solve many a farm 
problom since those days went by. 
Hut all.is not right yet. If uniform 
type of bacon hog can be assured the 
packers in this country, packers must 
insist upon getting that type of hog 
and pay a premium on its production. 
As it is, the man with the Spmpara- 
lively “thick” fats gets as much per 
bound at his station as does the man 
who has taken ihe trouble ta produco 
pigs of pronounced bacon type, and 
many belfeve that they are able to 
make pork more economically with a 
cross-bred or thicker hog.

WRITERS HAVE NEGLECTED 
PICTCRESQUE CITY, 








Ancient Seat of the French Regime 
With [ts Heroes and Martyrs and 
Its Devoted Teachers Still Leaves 


; Fertile Welds for Writers — The, 


Ports Have Made Better Use of 
the City’s Color. 


ERHAPS no city {n America, 
with the single exception of 
Quebec, offers greater oppor- 
tunities to the writer of 

_ romance than does Montreal, 

and yet few have been more neglect- 
ed. It bas everything almost that 
the heart of.the romanticist could de- 


Sire. A picturesque and fuscinating 
‘history of tbree centuries, partly 
under English and partly under 


French rule, presents possibilities of 
upusual interest, The founding of 
the city was the regult of a mystical 
religious impulse, its first establish- 
ments were « sewinury, 4 nun’s hos- 
pital, and apn Indiun schoul, and to 
this day it remains one of the woust 
pronounced strougholds of the Row- 
4p Church, 

_ Almost from the drst, Montreal: 
was the headquarters for the fur 
Trade ju New France, and its bistury 
Js full of wiemories of yreat trading 
companies, of daring adventurers, of 
Mercbaut priuces, missionaries, 
und of royal governors. ip muny re- 
Bpects there ja still much tu suggest 
w city of the old world, rather than 
of the new, In its early buildings, its 
D&rrow streets with their curious 
Dawes, its historic laudmurks, its 
Quaint warket places, aud its juter- 
@auing old churches, 

History takes ou a new interest as 
one walks the streets of «Montreal, 
Here were the homes of D'Iberville, 
who conquered Hudson’s Buy for 
France; of La Salle, who discovered 
Ube great west und followed the 
Mississippi tu the Gulf of Mexico; of 
Du Lhut, who explored the Upper 
Mississippi and after whom the city 
of Duluth was called; of Cadillac, the 
founder of Detroit; of La Verandrye, 
who discovered the Rocky Moun- 
tains. Here also lived Alexander 
‘Henry, the pioneer of the fur trade 
ip the fur west; Sir Alexander Mac- 
kenzie, the lirst European to 
the Rockies; Simon, Fraser, who 
found the river bearing his name; 
and other of the great’ merchants, 
‘who formed the famous North-West 


of 


Company, which a hundred years agu | 


und more established the commercial 
importance of Montreal. 

But if the romanticists have over- 
looked Montreal, the poets huve made 
up for their neglect. The city and 
its immediate neighborhood hive 
furnished themes .for many writers 
of poetry. W. D. Lishthall, who has 
been a diligent student of its history, 
bas used it many times. “The Battle 
of La Prairie,” is -bullad of the first 
encuunter of the French and British 
in America, which took place in 1691 
in the valley of the Ricbelicu. His 
“Caugbnawaga Beadwork Seiler,” ix 
Placed in the Indian village at the 
head of the Sault St, Louis Rapids, 
opposite Lachine, Tom Moore's fain- 
ous “Canadian Boat Song,” written x 
century uxo, will always . keep in 
memory the villuxe of Ste. Anne, ut 
the western end of Muntreal Island. 
The late Dr. W. H. Drummond, Mr. 
Alan Sullivan, and Dr, Jon Meade, 
the distinguished journalist, amuog 
others, have recalled the heroic ex- 
ploit of Madeleine Vercberes, the 
young heroine of fourteen, who for 
ap entire week, with the ald of three 
men and two little boys, withstood un 
Troquvis attack on the . Vercheres, 
selgueury, a few milex down the St. 
Luwrence neur the Richelieu. It 
would scarcely be possible thut the 
famous ice pulaces and wipter carni- 
vals which a generation ago were 
held in Montreal, und which were re- 
sponsible in some measure for the 
- reputation of ill-omen attuched to the 
climate of Canada, could escape the 
attention of writers: dealing with 
Montreal subjects. Jotun Keude in 
“The Winter Carnival,” and Mrs. 1. 
A. Lefevre Io “Phe Spirit of the Car- 
nlval,”” huve handled it in verse aod 
cleverly caught the spirit of the ac- 
casion, The visit of Jacques Cartier 
to the Indian villaxe of Huchelaya, 
which occupied the site of the city a 
hundred years before Muntreal was 
founded, gives subject and title to a 
Bue poem by T. D'Arcy McGee, und 
the retirement to St. Helen's alane 
of Marquis de Levis, commander of 
the lust French army, where be 
burnt bis fags in the presence of his 
army on the evebing Lefure surrey- 
dering the colony to the English, is 
the basis of Frechette’s poem, “All 
Lost but Honor.”

‘Greater Use of Daily Product. Would 
Save Canada Millions, 


Just a year ago Prof. H. H. Dean, 
of the Ontario Agricultural College, 


in an addrers before the dairymen 
of Ontario strongly urged u greater 
home consumption of cheese, | He 
contended that by so doing not only 
would the cost of Iiving be reduced 
but an additional market "would be 
provided for our dairy products, He 
argued ag follows: 

“The food value of ao pound of 
cheese fa estiniated to be equal to 
that of two pounds of average meat. 
Estimating the present meat con- 
sumption at 26 Ibs. per capita (a low 
estimate), Canadians are consuming 
about 200,000,000 lus, meat annual- 
ly, at a cost of ubout $40,000,000. 
By a proper =:nderatandipg of food 
yalues, we might save about $16,- 
000,000 annually on this one item 
alone by substituting a part of the 
present meat ration for cheese, This 
would figure somewhut as follows: A 
cheese consumption of_ ten pounds 
per head would be about 80,000,000 
lbs. This would take the place of 
about 160,000,000 Ibs, meat, and stil} 
leave 40,000,000 Ibs. meat for those 
who prefer corpse to cheese. The 
eighty million pounds of meat saved 
would cost about sixteen million dol- 
lars. The saving, by using cheese 
Jnstead of so inuch meat would be 
sixteen mililo dollars annually, If a 
person were to go to the Finance 
Minister of Canada and telljhin: bow 
to save sixteen million dollara an- 
nually for the people, such a person 
would be luvked upon us 4 Wizard or 
a fanatic and would probably get # 
‘soft job’ with the;Government—or 
be committed tu a lunatic asylum— 
yet the figures show these ustonish- 
ing.results.” 

Prof, Dean’s conclusiods are cer- 
tainly astonishing, but they would 
have been even more so if he bad 
calculated on the actual meat con- 
sumption per capita, for, insteud of 
twenty-Ove pounds statistice show it | 
to be 175 pounds, while (he con- 
sumption of cheese ie estimated to be 
only.three pounds.

THE KYTE CHARGES— 
SIR SAM’S DEFENCE: 





The serious charges hurled at the 
gentlemen who constituted what is 
known as the Shell Committee, of 
having been too prolific in’ their 
dealings with munition contractors, 
in which millions of dollars are al- 
leged to have been improperly 
squandered, are about to be investi- 
gated by two of Canada’s most em- 
inent Judges, Sir William Meredith 
and Mr. Justice Duff. + 

The important and serious feat- 
ure in these charges of malfeasance 
of office in the awarding of con- 
tracts is that an attempt has béen 
made by Messrs. Kyte and Carvell, 
M.P.’s, the accusers, to link Sir 
Sam Hughes, Minister of Militia, 
in the frauds—for such they are if 


. what is alleged to have been done 


is true. 

The Minister of Militia has made 
a general and positive denial! of all 
that was charged, inferentially or 
otherwise, against him, and against 
those with whom he was acting, so 
far as he was concerned or had any 
knowledge. 

The report the Minister's 
speech appeared at length in both 
the Toronto Mail and The Globe. 
The Globe’s report, however, was 
a running comment, other than a 
report of his actual utterance, upon 
every point to which the Minister 
called attention and upon which he 
commented. This mode of dealing 
with the utterances of the Minister 
was legitimate enough from an Op- 
Position standpoint, provided, how- 
ever, that such comments were 
based upon fact§ and not distorted. 
Upon this point our readers shall 
be the judges. Dealing with the 
Shell Committee’s transaction with 
Allison the Globe says: 


“Turning to the purported agree- 
Ment'between J. Wesley Allison, Eu- 
gene Lignanti and B. F. Yoakum for

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CHAPTER !. 
The Great Eearthquake 

The city of Lisbon, always beautiful 
was never more beautifal than on that 

fateful Tuesday, November 1, 1775, 
when the great earthquake came. 

The sun flooded the bay with show- 
ers of gold; the spires of the town 
stood up as fair as ever. 

The bluc haze of an aulumn day, 
in a climate where there ja little or 
no'winter, had coaxed even the invs- 
lida out of doors; and the streets were 
full of vehicles, carrying pleasure- 
seekers to and fro. 

The bay was crowded with shipping, 
Two men-of-war, easily distinguished 
among the smaller craft by their trim 
vigging snd exactly crossed yards, 
lay near the new marble quay, just 
completed; alresdy a popular. resort 
for fashionables and unfeshionsbles 
tn gather of an afternoon and listen to 
the playing of the banda, 

To the midst of this peace and ples- 
_Sure.came a Jow rumbling, jarring 
sound. The windows rattled; horses 
stood still; snorting and trembling, 
refusing tn move farther. 


Every one gazed in the face of his 
neighbor, growing pale—he knew not 
why; and then, as the tremor ceased, 
people laughed uneasily and xgid to 
each other that it aws “‘nothing, after 
all.”" 

But still the horses refused to budge 
when whipped up. 

Then came another grumble, whieh 
rose to a roar, The tremor was rencw- 
ed, and ‘became a swaying to and fro. 
Men and women staggered like drunk- 
ards; and in the midst of it all, the 
tower of the church of San Lorenzo, 
was seen to ba tottering to its fall over 
the sqvare* of the same name. 

People came running from the 
houses in every street, frantic with 
fear, making instinctively for some 
open place. The square was the neat: 
est; and as the tower was beheld 
shaking, o bitter ery rose from the 
crowd, 

Rume tried to flee, bnt their limbs 
refused to sustain them on the heav- 
ing earth, which added a dizzy sick- 
ness ta/their misery and fear. 

Then—crash! Sie 

The great tower, two dundred and 
cighty feet high, fell into the square, 
crushing hundreds, The heaving be- 
came a suceersion- of waver, Hille 
rore and valleys sank where all had 
been level. 

Then came a shock, more violent 
than before, and the rattle of falling 
huildinga echoed through the deomed 
city. . 

People ran as fast as they could to- 
ward the river, with the instinet of 
hunted animals ta seek the water. 
Selfishnesa ruled the hour, and men 
struck flercely at women and children 
if the poor things got in the way. 

In the midst of the crowd, near the 
Fquare, stood a carriage. fhe panic- 
stricken jlorses had refused to stir, 

In the carriage sat two ladies, with 
babies in. their artns, They were 
hoth richly dressed, but both had 
heen abandoned, in that hour, by 
their nurses, All distinctions of rank 

srs Yost, and they only remembered 
that their babies were crying and that 
they must hush them. Then came 
a lull in the tremor of the ground, 
and both mothers sprung out of the 
carriage and began to run with the 
erqwd. 

As they did so, one said hastily to 
“the other, in Engitsh: 

“Keep up your coursge, Marie. Hf 
yon give way we shall never escape.” 

The other, who was nearly faint- 
ing, gasped:

Drunkenness was common among 
the Germans, both officers and men. 
When news of the Lusitania murders 
was received there was a regular 
orgy, and there was champagne and 
schnapps for all who could drink, 
which seems to have included all the 
Germans in the neivhborhood, The 
Marquire witnessed many scenes of 
brutality on the part of the Germans 
to their prisoners, She saw the Itus- 
sians hitched to- guns and wagons in 
order that the German horses might 
be spared. One of these almost fam- 
ished peasants was offered a loaf of 
bread by a child. One of the Ger- 
mans knocked the bread out of his 
hands. It fell in the mud, and as he 
stooped for it, the guard kicked him 
in. the mouth, knocking out several 
teeth. Many prisoners were butcher- 
ed in cold blood, and they were per- 
haps the happjest. On ber way home 
in Berlin the marquise was attacked’ 
by a mob of women, who would have 
torn her to pleces not an officer 
intervened, When ghe explained that 
she was not English, but American, 
they said it was Just as bad.

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WOMEN AT WORK. 

The ‘Story of Their War Labora in 
England js Simply’ Ainazing, 

“The story of what women have 

done In this war through ‘the Red 


Cross is simply amazing, said Mrs, 
Lloyd George, wife of tbe English 
Minister of Munitions, recently: Thir- 
teen hundred trained nurseé’ are 
working to-day in England und on 
the continent fn connection with the 
British Red Cross. In addition, 1,500 
women to serve under trained nurses. 
They are posted at hospitals both in 
Epgland and in France, 

“All have obtained certificates In 
first aid and home-jnursing, while 
Many huve certificates also in hy- 
giene, sanitation and cookery. 

“Many women are giving their 
services at the rest stations, which 
ave been estublished at various ratl- 
Way stations. They meet the men as 
¥ come’back from sthe trenches 
and supply them with food und com- 
forts and clothing and generally retit 
them for the next move forward. 
“Originally, the idea was that wo- 
men not fully trained should act as 
temporary nurses to look after the 
wounded fn improvised hospitals. 
“It was thought that they would 
Oil the gap left by the.War Office, 
since the War Office machinery made 
bo urrangements for rest stations or 
sorting bospitula for dealing with 
wounded or sick coming back from 
the dressing stations. A detachment 
consists of a commandant, a quarter 
master, and a superintendent nurse 
with 20 nurses. The organization 
was put lo u severe text when, at the 
fall of Antwerp, in October, the 
wounded Helgians had to evacunte 
hospitals in Belgium and be accom- 
medated in England. Since then the 
War Office bus thrown mure und 
more work upon their shoulders, and 
the women have responded In u ¥ery 
temurkable fashion. The greater 
part of the work of the hospital is 
cooklug, washing, or acrvbbing. it 
ia curried oul by these wowen with 
wooderful self-abuegation. There 
ure In Englund over 100 British Red 
Cross auxilfary bume bospitale, und 
you cap easily see how great w draip 
upou the women of this country the 
work of these buspitals must have 
entailed. 

“The Women's Emergency Corps

Mtrange Sidelight Thrown on Famous 
Retreat Front Mons. 
A wonderful new 


British and tee French fron Mons to 
thn Marne by Dr. George W. Crile, a 
Oiatinanuiahed doctor. 

In a recently-published hook he 
tells how the French and our orizg- 
inal expeditionary force marched 180 
miles in nine daya aud nights often 
fast aslecp, continually fighting dec- 
Perate ftear-guard actions against 
scemingly overwhelming hordes of 
Germans. 

“Only rarely were suMciently long 
halts mado for the men to snateh a 
fow momenta of reat,” writes Dr, 
Crile. “Food and water were scarce, 
and were irregularly supplied. 

“The point of paramount interest 
in that retreat is in the aleep pheno- 
mena experienced by these men.” 

“It has been sbown that animalns 
aubjected to the moat favorable con- 
ditions, kept from exertion or worry, 
supplied with plenty of food, and in 
good hygienic surroundings, do not 
aurvive'longer than from five to cight 
days without sleep. 

“In this retreat from Mons to the 
Marne we have an extraordinary hu- 
mand experiment, in which several 
hundred thousand men obtained {it- 


| tle sleep during nine days, and in ad- 
| dition, made forced 


marches and 
fought one of the realest battles in 
history,

“They slept in walter, on stooes, in 
brush, or in the middie of the road 
An If they had suddenly: fallen in 
death. No man was safe whe fell out 
of the ranke, for no matter on what 
pretext ho felt out, sleep conquered 
him, and asleep many were captured. 
That the artillery men slept oa horse- 
back was erfenced by tho fact that 
every man lost'his cup.

Zine is so essential in war time 
that it bas risen enormously in price 
in the past year. Costing originally 
only two-fifths ax much as copper, it 


| Dow costs decidedly more than cop- 


per, in spite of the fact that copper 
itself has sharply increased in value. 
Zine is a constituent of cartridge 
brass and shell-fuses, and is used 
also ax a covering for iron barbed- 
wire fencing. In 1913 the United 
States, Germany, and Belgium were 
the leading producers of zinc. 

Of the three, only the United 
States smelted domestic: ores. Bel- 
sium and Germany relied mainly on 
zine concentrates that they imported 
from the Broken Hill mines in New 
South Wales, where, for one reason _ 
and another, it does nol pay to do the” 
smelting. France, Spain, and Great 
Britain also produce substantial 
quantities, but not enough to supply 
their own neods. Austria and Ger- 
many hare considerable deposits of 
yore in Silesia, Hungary, Carinthia, 
and the Tyrol. Ax the zine-smelting 
furnaces of Great Britain are not well 
adanied for dealing with the Rrokeo 
Hill concentrates it buys the bulk of 
tis supplies from the United States.

Veteran Ottawa Man Recalls Build. 
ing of Parliament House, 


The destruction. of the Canadian 
House of Parliament bas awakened 
recolléctions of fts buildihg. in the 
mind of Peter Redmond, -a-retired 
locomotive engiener, who saw King 
ease lay its foundation stone in 
When construction work was: first 
started Mr. Redmond was’ employed 
as a Sreman on the Ottawa and St. 
Lawrence railroad, and he was pro- 
moted to engineer a faw days before 
the Grst matérial for the structure 
was hauled Ottawa. One train 
crew was employed for three sum- 
mers, hauling sandstone and quarry 
rock from Prescott, where it was 
landed from the steamers on the St. 
Lawrence river, 

The train made a round trip each 
day. The Orst stone used in the 
building came from quarries Jocated 
where the main part of the city of 
Cleveland, Okio, now stands. It was 
abipped by water to Prescott, where 
{t was loaded from thé boats onto =| 








rallway cara by large cranes. 

Mr. Redmond’s train did nothing 
else during three summers but haul 
the stone. “It required two cars and 
sometimes three for each piece of! 
atone that was moved to Ottawa,” 
Mr. Redmond said yesterday. “The 
smallest ‘atone that was hauled by 
the railroad weighed three’tons, and 
the average weight was about tive 
tons. We moved two stones which 
welgbed nine tons each, believe 
they were the largest that were put 
into the bullding, | 

“Owlng to the excessive welght on 
the cars, which were much lighter 
than the steel cara now in use on 
the railroads, it was necessary to ron 
our engines slowly. We seldom‘went 
over eighteen miles an hour, and as 
a rule the fastest time we made was 
fifteen miles.” 

No fron or steel] was used in EI 












days for the springs on~ the cars. 
Solid rubber was used, for the most 
Part, and the cars were loaded ‘se? 
heavy that at the end of each trip 
new springs bad to be put in most 
of the cars. 

“Our train was given the right-of- 
way over all other trains. This waa 
Principally because of the heavy 
train we hauled. We were permitted 
to stop only In case of neteasity. Th 
necessity came frequently and was 
caused mostly by the excessive 
weight on the trucks, which resulted 
{n many hot boxes, 

“My train brought out the frst 
ahipment of rock and stone and stone 
cutters’ tools. The first part of the 
bullding crected was a massive wall, 
over 500 feet long. 1¢ was on the end 
of thig wall that the Prince of Wales 
laid the cornerstone. Thousands of 
people witnessed the laying of the 
stone, and I had an opportunity to 
abake bands with the Prince, as‘did 

ny of the workmen, ‘ 

“The wall, when Grst built, was 
a crude affair, but after the workmen 
finished pollshing it, and Axing It 
up, jt was one of the finest pleces of 
work of that kind that I have ever 
seen. It was five feet bigh and sev- 
eral inches In thickness.” 

“The Prince of Wales at that time! 
was about twenty years old. He was 
a fine looking fellow, much better 
leoking than his brother, the Duke 
af Edinborouvgh, who visited Canada 
a year later. 

“There were no blg functions ‘for 
the duke. He visited about the coun- 
try for‘a few months and be went 
away without any great fuss being 
made about him. He was not a very 
good looking man.

trenches, and they are very patient

“So it was in a recent ‘cutting- 
out’ raid, when a party of them, all 
volunteers, went out one night with 
the astovading Intention of getting 
through the barbed wire outside one 
of the strongest German positions, 
For a smull party to get back again 
from a trench full of Germans and 
machine-guns Is not so easy as es- 
caping from ao Jungle of man-eating 
tigers, and was not considered part 
of the program of war before the 
Canadians gave thelr exhibition. It 
was so successful that General Joffre 
has circulatec an account of the 
Canadians’ exploita as a model to 
the French urmy, After taking 
some prisoners and killing about 20 
men, they came home again with only 
two cagualtics, one caused by acci- 
‘dent. To men who know the condi- 

tions of trench warfare this exploit 
still seems fantastic and incredible. 
It was possible only because these 
Canadians had made cunning of more 
importance than courage itself, and 
had adapted old lessons of Red In- 
dian warfare to these new conditions

The relation between drink and 
crime 1s often insisted upon by prohi- 
bitionists. Abolish the saloons, they 
say, and you will empty the falls.

The United States census reports 
the number of empty jails on January 
Ist, 1910. Prohibition Kansas had 41 
empty ‘Jafls on that day. “Wet" Ne- 
braska had 54. “Wet” Hinois shad 61, 
and Prohibition Maine did not have a 
single empty jail in the State. The in- 
ference logically is that the longer 
you have Prohibition the worse it gets 
—the more use you have for your jail 
room,

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What Liquor Employs. 

The Nquor industry employs only 
43,354 people, according to Billy Sun- 
day.

for consumption, 

On the outbreak of war «he was 
Interned at the Alexandra Palace; 
His house In Harley street and bis 
home anu laboratory at Notting Hill 
were closed. <A few months ‘ago a 
well-known dfplowatist was suffer- 
{ng from the disease for which the 
interned German's serum was consid- 
ered a possible cure. Representa- 
ons were made to the authorities, 
und ft was agreed to allow Mehnarto 
to return to his laboratory at Notting 
Hill, as he alone could manufacture 
the serum. The secret he refused to 
Impart to anyone, 

The German left the palace each 
day under escort. But an initial dif- 
fculty had to be overcome, For bis 
experiments he had kept a number of 
vipers, These were now dead. He 
wus given facilities: for obtaining 
what he required from the Zoological 
Gardens; 

Thus supplied he worked for 
inonths [0 his.laboratory, producing 
the serum under the official eye of a 
Scotland Yurd oftcer, 

He also continued experiments for 
the perfecting of a serum to take the 
place of "606," and claimed to have 
arrived at a satisfactory result while 
working as @ prisoner of war. 

While thus engaged news was sent 
hit from Germany that his mother 
(who bad visited him in England just 
before the war) had been stricken 
with tuberculosis, contracted, it was, 
-{eared, through a too venturesome 
visit to his laboratory, There was 
a@ request that a phia! of her 
serum sbould be sent her. 

By the courtesy of the British au- 
thoritles a messenger was despatched 


The 
messenger wus selved on entering 
Germany, the letter and phial were 
contiscated, and the sister to whom 
the letter was addressed wus arreat- 
ed, and, as far as ig known, she Is 
still held prisoner, ‘s 

Meanwhile the illness of the diplo- 
matist for the treatment of whom Dr, 
Mebnarto had been allowed to return 
to his laboratory did not yleld to 
treatment. Eventually the permit to 
leave Alexandra Palace was revoked, 
and the scientist now spends bis days 
behind the. barbed wire at Wood 
Green alotg with other Germana who 
hold high places in‘sclence, art, and 
medicine. 

At the time of bis interment Dr. 
Mebnarto Is sald to have been in 
negotiation with the physicians of a 
crowned -head for a supply of bis 
jerum,

THE LIGHTHOUSE POST. 


How News and Relief Are Carried to 
the Keepers of the Tower. 


The shores of England are plenti- 
fully studded with lighthouses, not a 
{7 of which are built upon small ie- 
lands, or else isolated rocks, situated 
more or less near to the mainland. 

Stress of weather often cuts off 
these lonely watch-towers Irom the 


municate with which the lighthouse- 
keepers ‘have to exercise their wits. 
It.§s then that what is known to 
watehful shore-dwellers as light- 
house post comes into play, by means 
of which com-uunication is establish- 
ed through even the roughest sea. 
The head lightkeeper cncloses a 
lelter, or letters, In a bottle, and 
fixes the bottle securely Jn a wooden 
case. A leaden keel Is attached to 
serve as ballast, and a small tin sail 
fs added to cateh the breeze. This 
tiny craft Js then launched upon the 
wares, the keepers watch it out of 
sight, and then go back to their lonc- 
ly waiting for the relief-boat, 
Skerryvore. Lighthouse last year 
had been Isolated since December 21, 
when, on January 10th the, head 
lightkeeper resolved {o resort to 
lighthouse post, and sent off one of 
these messages by bottle. Favorable 
winds carried the frail craft io the 
small island of Erraid, on the south- 
west side of Mull, which it reached 
on January 15th, Four days later a 
similar tiny boat from Erraid carried 
the message to Bunessan, in Mull,-a 
distance altogether of thirty mfles. 
Although it is near to the * shore, 
the lighthouse at the Needles can 
only be approached from the sea In 
fine weather. So, even there, light- 
house post has sometimes been re- 
sorted to, though nowadays tbe 
{ coastguards, in their station on the

The Wolf and Smalls Lighthouses 
are situated on lonely rocks-far out 
at sea, and their lighthouse post, 
when resorted to, is very uncertain. 
The Wolf Rock stands cight miles off 
Land's End; the Smalls light is 
erected on one of a group of islands 
twenty miles south-west of St. 
David's Head, in Pembrokeshire. 

Wolf Rock, the most Isolated sta- 
tlon in the British Isles, Is not con- 
nected with the mainland by wire; 
but the Smalls, which {2 also an im- 
portant Lloyd's Signalling Station, 
haa a submarine-cable for communi- 
cations. For all that the keepers like 
to cheer their wives with a letter per 
lighthouse -post when, owing to 
heavy weather, relief does uot arrive, 

Lighthouses have a crew of six 
men, three of whom are on duty for 
a month while the other three are 
ashore, 

Lightbolse relief in rough weather 
is effected by means of a boat having 
strong’ booms projecting from ita 
sides which support stout nets. Io 
most Instances the sea is too violent 
to allow.of a landing actually upon 
the rock i(self, and the men have to 
be hauled ip from and lowered down 
into the boat by means of the hoist- 


‘Ing tackle with which the lighthouse 


is provided. 

The nets around the boat have sav- 
ed many a keeper from being drown- 
ed In the boiling surf that beats on 
the lightlouse rock during tbe per- 
formance of this feat.

The Late Rev, E. M. Saunders Was @ 
Talented Writer. 

Rev. Kdward Manning Saunders, 
D.D., whose death recently at the 
home of his son, John C.,-in-Ottawa, 
after a iwa seara’ residence in To- 
ronto, was chronicled in all the 
Papers, was a prominent theologian 
well known In the Maritime Pror- 
inces and erpecially in Halifax. N.S., 
where he officiated as a Baptist 
Church pastor for fourtren years, 
and where his:remains wére buried. 
In addition to-being a deep student 
of theology all hia life the late Rev. 
Mr. Saunders was exceedingly well 
versed In‘subjectx relating to phito- 
sopby, history, and titerature, and 
hia retentive memory, which was 
with him until he was well in his 
eighties, was one reason why he war 
ao much sought after and beloved by 
students of such matters. His broad

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Montreal Instructors Are Making a 
Specialty of Bayonet Work. 
Methods used by the plkemen of 
the middle ages have been revived 
in the use of the bayonet, to meet 
conditions that have arisen In the 


Present war, which have revolution- 
fzed all former precedents im former 
wars, and never. bas there na 
war where the physical conditjon of 
the soldier counted more as a gecis- 
ive factor In battles than in the pre- 
sent one. Trench fighting which has 
developed terrific encounters be- 
tween man and ‘man has brought the 
use of the bayonet and trench krife, 
two bladed and. strapped to: the of- 
ficer's wrist, Into a prominence never 
dreamt of before the war, and so 
well is this realized In the training 
of overseas Canadian battalions that 
the Militia Department has created 
in the Eastern and Western Districts 
ot Canada a-staff for instruction in 
the new way of using the bayonet. 

At present the Headquarters Gym- 
nastum of Eastern Canada is at the 
Drummond street Y.M.C.A. In Mont- 
Teal, and {se under the direction of 
Captain P. E, Nobbs, an expert jo 
the new bayonet training who bas al- 
ready the efficiency in bayonet work 
fn the recently formed battalions go- 
ing overseas. The Headquarters 
Bayonet Fighting and Physical 
Training Staff, will soon consist of 
twenty-five oMcers and non-commila- 
sloped oMicers whose duty {it Is to 
train In the new bayonet exercise'a 
team of Instructors for each battu!- 
Jon, Who will in turn train the entire 
strength of thelr units. oy 

The Canadian forcea now going 
overseas will have the advantage of 
being trained in the use of- their 
arms, and being put in good physical 
condition while recruiting... The 
Canadian soldier when ready for ac- 
tive service must be a trained Oight- 
er, 4 boxer and wrestler as well as a 
good digger and a good sbot, and 
capable of meeting al! contingencies 
in a war that derelopes ‘new  situa- 
tions hourly. : y 

Captain Nobbs places, the utmost 
etwnphasis upon the use of boxing 
ploves in the training of bayonet 
fighters, and condemns those well- 
Intentloned but Itl-informed reform- 
ers whose influence in’ the years be- 
fore the war was directed against the 
“manly art.” 

This factor in training the meo Js 
of an importance not yet fully real- 
{zed. One of the best patriotic gifts 
to a battalion golng overseas 1s a 
few sets Of\boxing gloves, 

The bayonet exercise of to-day is 
an entirely different system from that ' 
of the old school, when “bayonet 
drill,” andthe triangular bayonet 
were in use. The manner lo which 
bayonet fighting can be taught js 
limited in certain ways. Io actual 
fighting In the rush and terrific uc- 
tion of w bayonet charge to drive the 
enemy out of bis trenches, the sol- 
dler must be quick of eye and sure of 
hand in almibg at bis opponent with 
his bayonet. About 90 per cent. of 
the foe's body {s really invulnerable 
from strape, belts, and buckles, and 
{if the soldier's bayonet strikes a 
sboulder strap obliquely for instance, 
it glances over the enemy's shoulder 
and leayes him at bis adversary’s 
mercy. 

The suldier ‘may In rifle shooting 
migs bis afi, but cap aim and usually 
fire again, but in aiming and polnt- 
ing with the bayonet he bas too often 
only one chance, which if be misses, 
his life may too often be the forfeit. 
One of the principal lessons of the 
new bayonet exercise Is pointing at 
dummy Sgures, . 

To uttuck’ with the bayonet effec- 
tively requires good direction, 
strength, and quickness during a 
stute of wild excitement and physical 
exhaustion after the charge. The 
limit of the range of a bayonet Is 
about five feet, measured by the at- 
tacker’s eye, but more, often the 
fighting Is at close quarters, at a 
range of two feet or less when troops 
are struggling corps « corps in

Revenue Is Increased. 


An increase in revenue of $3%,- 
550,000 for the fiscal year ending 
Murch 31st ia shown by the financial 
statement for the month of March 
and the twelve months ending then, 
which bas Just been published. The 
total revenue was $171,248,668; ex- 
penditures showed a decrease, those 
on consolidated fund account belng 
$9,500,000 less and capital expendi- 
tures about $3,500,000 less. 

The year’s revenue was’ Dot only 
nearly forty millignus more than the 
previous twelve months, but {t was 
over a million dollars more than the 
estimate of the Finance Minister in 
his budget speech over a month ago. 
The Increase in revenue was contri- 
buted to by $22,480,000 of an ad- 
vance In Customs receipts; $1,000,- 
00 in excise revenue, and $5,576,- 
000 in post-office receipts. For March 
the Customs revenue totalled %9,- 
978,128, or over two millons more 
than the same month Jast year, when 
it was $7,066,479. x

Favors Prove a Curse to the Un- 
sanctified and Selfish—Present 
World-wide Trouble the Forernn- 
ner of a Better Day—Deliverance 
of Both Church and World at 
Hand.

strong consolation who have fled for 
refuge to lay hold upon the hope set 
before us; which hope we hare as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and 
steadfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil.” He ‘said In 


The Apostle’s words here intimate 
that there ia but one hope set before 
the Church—the hope presented in 
the Gospel of Christ. It is very im- 
portant, then, that as Christians we 
Understand what that hope fs. Once 
we had such confused Ideas respect- 
ing our Heavenly Father and His 
glorious Plan that we could not un- 
derstand what constituted our bope. 
Many supposed that it was a hope set 
before a few and a threat set before 
everybody else—the threat of endless 
torment. How we misunderstood 
“the God of All Grace and the Father 
of Mercies!’”” Now we can see that 
there Is a glorious hope for all who 
will come to love righteousness and 
bate iniquity, although the world's 
hope is not the Christian's hope. 

The hope set before the Church is 
the bope of reigning with Christ, aa 
His joint-heirs, His Bride. (Romans 
8:17; 1 John 3:2; 2 Peter 1:4.) It 
is the hope of attaining the Divine 
nature. This hope has been held out 
in advance of the blessings which 
will be proffered to the world Inter. 
The Church has no part in the hope 
of the world, But we ‘have the ad- 
monition of our Lord and of His 
Apostles thai we “follow peace with 
all men, and boliness, yjthout which 
no mac shali see the Lord.” We are 
enjoined to put off the works of dark- 
ness—anger, mulice, hatred, strife, 
ang all other works of the flesh and 
of the Devil--and to put on meek- 
ness, geaticness, patience, brotherly- 
kindness, love—the fruits of the 
Spirit of Christ, the Holy Spirit.— 
Hebrewn 12:14; Galatians 6:19-23. 
First Intimation of Church's Hope.

Since Auguat 4, 1914. when war 
waa declared between Great Hritain 
and Germany, the Royal Military 
Colicego of Kingston bas contributed 
six hundred men towards tho cause 
of the Allies.

Montreal’ Social Workers Have at 
, Last Struck the Limit. 


“Robert C. Dexter, General Seere- 
tary of the Charity Organization So- 
clety, told The Montreal Standard re- 
cently of the meanest man in Mont- 
real, appropos of the man on Upper 
Esplanade avenue, whose two little 
girls were recently found hungry and 
-half-frozen and who received ten 
cents a day from. thelr father for 
their keop, The man Mr. Dexter re- 
fera to owns several houses, bis wife 
is in delicate health, and he has three 
small children, He ‘beats his wife 
often, and gives her twenty-five cents 
a week for household expenses. 

“We tried to argue\him into treat- 
ing hia family better," said Mr, Dex- 
ter, “but we simply could not more 
him, and so as a last resort we had 
bim arrested quietly. He is being 
examined at the -present time as to 
his sanity, while we are taking care 
of the wife and children, but I am 
doubiful in my mind about his men- 
tal condition, and really belleve ‘his 
action is caused by pure meanness on. 
bis part.” 

While there has been very little 
lack of employment this winter as 
compared with the last two winters, 
or poverty and misery due to that, 
Mr. Dexter's records show that there 
hes been much more insanity, con- 
sumption, and wife desertion. 

The Insanity he ascribes to the 
general unrest that is prevailing on 
account of the war, which seems to 
have thrown the majority of people, 
and particularly young women Into a

It is, in fact, amongst young women, 
and particularly those from the Un- 
ited States coming here for positions, 
that this bas been noticed mostly. 

What makes the ‘thing worse Is 
that the cases are not so violent that 
Immediate action by the authorities 
can be urged, and much red tape 
which Is necessary to send the girls 
that come here’ from the Usdlted 
States and suddenly become derang- 
ed, back to where they come from.- 

Wife desertion {ja due to, some- 
what asjmilar influences, 

There are hundreds of men who 
want to go where the fighting is and 
who are turned down at the medical 
examination of the army doctors. 

They then try to obtain positions 
as helpers on transports and ships 
carrying horses and other war ma- 
terial a0 ax to get to France, and the 
wives are left. 

As to tuberculosis, that Is mostly 
due to la grippe. 

“Well-to-do people,” says Mr. Dex- 
ter, “take care of themselves when 
they have Ia grippe, but working 
men and women, unable lo stand re- 
duction in their waxes, keep on 
working, get pneumonia, and through 
the same inabijity to Oxbt the xrippe 
properly, allow the pneumonia to do- 
Kenerate into consumption. 

“We havea looked after soveral 
cases, and amongst these we found 
one, where the father was very far 
gone, and where the only support of 
himself and three children wes the 
mother, while the children looked 
after the father. We guaranteed the 
mother as much monry as she, was 
earning if she would stay home and 
look after the huaband, following 
+ whatever instructions our doctors 

might give her, and let the children 
} be cared for in such a manner that 
they would be safe from being im- 
pregnated with the disease. 

"She agreed to do s0, and what- 
ever can be done to save the man is 
now being done. 

“Rut in many casen the people 
Tefuse to do an we ask them to do, 

“There was one case not long aso 
of a woman with children who was 
destitute and sick) but refused tu go 
to the hospital although she was 
compelled by whatever illness she 
was xuffering from; to stay in bed. 

“Finally our visitor told her that 
unless ahe would do as she was told 
and have herself examined, she 
could not receive any belp whatever, 
and after considerable arguing, she 
finally gare ip. 5 

“That Insistence on 
our visitor saved her life. AC the 
hospital it was found that she was 
sufering from an aggravatedcase of 
appendicitis and that the appendix 
would surely have burst in another 
twenty-four hours.

SPANIARDS DID TRICK 


CABLEWAY AT NIAGATKA, 





Aerial Structure Eighteen Hundred 
Feet Long Across the Whirlpoot 
for Passengers Has Keen Fin- 


Modeled on One Now in Use in 


Side. 


PANISH ongincern have re- 
cently completed at Niagara 

Falls, Ontario, a tark which 
American engineers have 

been thinking of doing for 

Years. They hare quietly constructed 
an aerial cableway, 1,800 feet long, 
across the Wiirlpool for the exclu- 
sive transportation of passengers. tt 
is the longest, and probably the saf- 


est, acrial seenie tramway in the 
world. 
The Spanish engineers broke 


sround on July 12, 1915, for the 
Niagara project. For six years they 
have been successfully operating a 
cableway at San Sebastian, Spain, for 
transporting tourists across a Korge, 
from a trolley terminus to an other- 
wise inaccessible view place and ca- 
sino overlooking the Bay of Biscay. 
They have carried an many as 26,- 
000 passengerz in a single season, 
and the popularity. aa well as pros- 
perity of the system led them to seck 
out Niagara. The span of the cable- 
{ way at San Sebastian is 919 feet, 
whereas the span at Niagara ja near- 
ly twice as great.- 

The design of the cableway, which 
includes points of engineering inter- 
jest, is based upon Spaniab patent, 
;and the enterprise has been financed 
j entirely by capitalists In Spain. Tor- 
res y Quevedo, an engineer who has 
fainod considerable European fame 
in aeronautics, is tho inventor of the 
system. 

For labor and materials alone, not 
considering the engineering and 
Other expenses, and exclusive also of 
the loading platforma and car, both 
of which were built In Spain, the cost 
of the Niagara project has been put 
at $60,000, The engineers readily 
admit that the enterprise could be 
duplicated for $45,000. 

Situated about three miles below 
ihe Falls, the Whirlpool jis almost 
entirely within the Province of On- 
tario. 

The cliff that encloses It is a part 
of the river bank on the Canadian 
aide, so that both ends or terminals 
of the cableway—one at Thompson’s 
Point. the other at Colt's Point—are 
in Ontario. ~ [t ia Interesting to-nate, 
however, that the boundary line be- 
tween New York State and Ontario 
forma an acute angle, which is inter- 
sected by the cableway some sixty 
foet within the apex.

At Colt’s Point the track cables are

Since the cables are attached 
to counterweighia atvone terminal 
and anchored securely at the other, 
the breaking of any one of them 
would not be serious, as the other 
cables would support all the weight 
of the car without any increase jn 
their tension. The ‘engineers have 
prepared for just such an emergency,

The cat in ure at the only pre- 
vious installation of this system, at 
San Sebastian, holds only fourteen 
passengers, all standing, but the car 
built for Niagara provides jeats for 
twenty-four passengers, and stand- 
inz room, in a raised aisle in the cen- 
tre, for twenty-one more, besides the 
condtctor. : 

The weight of the car empty fs 
three and‘a half tons; fully loaded 
seven tons.

Locating the Peregrine falcon was 
interestingly described by Dr. C. K.

This bird breeds in almost 
inacessaible places, and has rarely 
been found in Ontario, but Dr, Clarke 
cited three instances where he had 
come across it.

Veteran Ottawa Man Recalls Bailé. 
ing of Parliament House, 

The destruction of the Canadian 
House of Parllament bas awakened 
Tecollectiongy of its bullding, In the 
mind of Peter Redmond, a retired 
locomotive engiener, who saw King 


Edward lay its foundation stone i@} cutters’, tools. 


1860.. 

When aceattneiion work was first 
started Mr. Redmond was employed 
as a fireman oo the Oltawa and St. 
| Lawrence railroad, and be was pro- 
moted to engineer a few days before 
the first material for the structure 
was bauled to Ottawa, One traip 
crew was employed for three sum- 
mers, hauling sandstone and quarry 
rock from Prescott, where st was 
Jandod from the steamers on the St. 
Lawrence river. 

The train made a round trip each 
day. The first stone used [in the 
bullding came from quarries located 
where the wuin part of the city of 
Cleveland, Obio, now stands. It was 
shipped by water to Prescott, where 
it was loaded from the bouts onto the 
railway cars by large cranes. 

Mr. Redmond's train did nothing 
else during tbree summers but haul 
the stone, » "It required two cars and 
sometimes three for each plece of 
stone that was moved to Ottawa,” 
Mr. Redmond said yesterday. ‘The 
smalleat stone that was hauled by 
the railroad woighed three tons, and 
the average welght.was about tive 
tons. We nored two stones which 
weixbed nine tons each. 1 believe 
they were the largest that were put 
into the building. 

“Owing to the excessive weight on 
the cara, which were tmuch lighter 
than. the steel cars now in use on 
the rallroads, it was necessary to ron 
our engines slowly. We seldom went 
over eighteen iniles an hour, and as 
n rule the fustest time we inade was 
fifteen miles.’”*
